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OUR  FIFTIETH  YEAR 


THE  LIBRARY  AND  THE  COMMUNITY 

This  golden  jubilee  year  of  the  library,  1969,  marks  the  climax  of  a long 
and  splendid  story  of  the  devotion,  foresight  and  hard  work  of  a band  of 
dedicated  people,  while  at  the  same  time  it  marks  the  beginning  of  a period  of 
tremendous  challenge. 

On  1st  March,  1968  our  library  was  officially  recognised  as  the  national 
library  for  the  blind  in  South  Africa.  As  the  result  of  the  work  of  our  founder. 
Miss  Josie  Wood,  her  colleagues,  the  patrons  and  benefactors  of  the  library,  and 
successive  members  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  the  library  serves  blind  readers 
throughout  the  Republic  and  in  neighbouring  states. 

As  the  following  pages  of  this  report  indicate,  the  1968/69  financial  year 
has  been  a period  during  which  the  initial  steps  in  the  transition  to  national 
library  status  were  taken,  services  already  offered  were  sustained  and  expanded, 
and  foundations  laid  for  even  wider  and  more  specialised  services  in  the  future. 

It  must  be  pointed  out  that,  although  state-aided,  the  library  is  not  state- 
financed.  We  can  face  the  challenges  before  us  in  respect  of  recreational, 
cultural  and  academic  literature  for  the  blind  only  with  the  active  support  of 
thinking  and  compassionate  members  of  the  community.  Any  of  us,  or  our 
children,  may  as  a result  of  tomorrow’s  motor  accident,  or  a future  decade’s 
old  age,  find  ourselves  isolated  through  loss  or  impairment  of  sight,  with 
embossed  or  talking  books  and  periodicals  as  perhaps  our  only  means  to  intellec- 
tual or  professional  fulfilment.  Extending  library  services  for  the  blind  is  the 
joint  responsibility  of  the  state,  public-spirited  organisations,  and  the  private 
citizen.  The  state  partially  finances  library  buildings,  administration,  and  certain 
acquisitions.  Voluntary,  commercial  and  civic  organisations  can  help  greatly  by 
annual  grants-in-aid,  and  individual  friends  of  the  library  by  donations  and 
legacies  for  embossed  books,  talking  book  equipment,  or  additional  building 
projects.  Contributions  by  members  of  the  community  introduce  the  elements 
of  compassion  and  humanity,  of  personal  interest  and  concern,  which  are 
essential  to  our  library’s  character.  The  library’s  more  than  six  hundred  readers 
throughout  South  Africa  feel  part  of  a great  family,  a comradeship,  largely 
because  of  the  individuality  and  warmth  which  such  contributions  impart  to 
the  service. 

APPOINTMENT  TO  THE  BOARD  OF  TRUSTEES 

Since  the  Board  of  Trustees  was  re-constituted  by  ministerial  appointment 
in  1968  there  has  been  one  change  of  membership,  Mr  J.L.K.  Heysteck  was 
replaced  by  Adv.  S.H.E.  Wienand. 
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STAFF 

Mrs  I.R.  Lemmer  was  appointed  to  the  staff  of  the  Braille  Department. 
She  took  the  place  of  Mrs  S.  Webster. 

The  post  of  Director,  having  been  declined  by  Miss  E.M.  Spurling  for  per- 
sonal reasons,  was  advertised  late  in  1968.  Mr  D.E.  Schauder,  a graduate  of 
Rhodes  University,  was  appointed.  He  commenced  duties  on  1st  March,  1969. 

Miss  Spurling,  formerly  designated  Librarian  and  Secretary,  accepted  the 
post  of  Librarian  in  the  new  establishment.  The  post  of  Secretary/ Bookkeeper 
was  advertised,  and  Mrs  E.M.L.A.  van  Rensburg,  who  previously  held  a similar 
post  at  the  Albany  Museum,  was  appointed. 

VISITORS 

Among  the  numerous  visitors  to  the  library  during  the  1968/69  year 
were  the  Librarian  of  the  Royal  Library  in  Brussels  and  Dr  Margret  Tugge  of  the 
Federal  Ministry  of  the  Interior.  Bonn,  as  well  as  interested  persons  in  many 
walks  of  life  from  as  far  afield  as  Australia,  Sweden,  the  United  Kingdom,  the 
United  States  and  Nigeria.  Once  again  the  library  was  pleased  to  welcome  the 
Rhodes  University  Social  Work  I and  U.E.D.  classes,  as  well  as  groups  from 
several  schools. 

Two  very  distinguished  and  honoured  guests  were  Dr  J.J.P.  Op  ’t  Hof, 
Secretary  for  Cultural  Affairs  and  Mrs  Op ’t  Hof.  While  Mrs  Op ’t  Hof  went  on 
a detailed  tour  of  the  library.  Dr  Op ’t  Hof  held  valuable  discussions  with  the 
Director  and  members  of  the  Board.  Thereafter  a luncheon  was  held  in  honour 
of  Dr  and  Mrs  Op ’t  Hof.  In  an  address  Dr  Op 't  Hof  spoke  of  the  promising 
future  which  he  saw  before  the  library. 

FUTURE  WORK 

The  tasks  still  before  the  South  African  Library  for  the  Blind,  even  after 
half  a century  of  achievement  are  numerous.  To  summarise  briefly,  they  are  as 
follows  : 

1.  We  must  expand  our  present  service  greatly,  especially  as  regards 
Afrikaans  and  Bantu  language  material. 

2.  We  must  build  up  a comprehensive  joint  catalogue  listing  all  embossed 
and  recorded  literature  for  the  blind  in  South  Africa,  whether  in  the 
possession  of  institutions  or  individuals,  so  that,  when  requests  for 
already  obtainable  material  are  received,  wasteful  duplication  of  pro- 
duction can  be  avoided. 
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3.  We  must  compile  a national  bibliography  of  material  which  we  in  South 
Africa  can  offer  to  other  countries  for  international  loan  or  exchange. 

4.  We  must  build  up  strong  and  close  relationships  with  our  overseas 
counterparts.  If  we  could  borrow  braille  material  freely  from,  say,  the 
Library  of  Congress  and  copy  it  locally  on  a Thermoform  braille  copier, 
We  could  save  tens  of  thousands  of  rand  and  thousands  of  invaluable 
transcriber  man-hours. 

5.  We  must  build  a new  headquarters  for  the  national  library  service  for 
the  blind  designed  specifically  for  its  purpose  on  the  basis  of  library 
experience  both  in  the  Republic  and  overseas. 

6.  We  must  establish  local  depots  equipped  with  basic  reference  material 
such  as  dictionaries,  encyclopaedias,  the  joint  catalogue  and  a rotating 
selection  of  popular  books,  wherever  there  are  concentrations  of  blind 
readers,  for  instance  at  workshops,  old-age  homes,  holiday  resorts, 
clubs  and  (for  extra-curricula  material)  schools  for  the  blind.  We 
should  also  offer  inter-library  loan  facilities  to  approved  public  and 
university  libraries. 

7.  We  must  gradually  try  to  accumulate  at  the  library  as  comprehensive  a 
stock  as  possible  in  all  media,  through  co-operation  with  producing 
organisations  and  private  individuals  who  are  no  longer  using  books 
which  they  have  in  their  possession. 

A WORD  OF  THANKS 

It  is  difficult  adequately  to  express  our  gratitude  to  all  those  whose 
regular  donations  are  so  vital  to  our  work.  We  also  deeply  appreciate  the 
generous  bequests  which  over  the  years  have  helped  us  to  achieve  a measure  of 
stability.  Our  benefactors  during  1968/69  are  listed  elsewhere  in  this  report. 
The  names  on  this  list  represent  a group  of  men  and  women  whose  contribu- 
tions have  helped  to  add  a new  dimension  to  the  lives  of  hundreds  of  blind 
readers  throughout  Southern  Africa.

In  opening  the  meeting,  the  Chairman  welcomed  the  many  visitors  from 
all  parts  of  the  country  who  were  present.  He  extended  a special  welcome  to 
the  chairman  and  members  of  the  Central  Co-ordinating  Council  for  the  Pro- 
vision of  Literature  for  the  Visually  Handicapped.  He  noted  that  the  event 
was  auspicious  from  several  points  of  view:  it  was  the  fiftieth  anniversary  of  the 
Library;  the  seminar  was  a pioneering  event  in  the  field  of  library  services  for 
the  blind  in  South  Africa;  and  at  that  moment  man  was  speeding  towards  his 
first  steps  on  the  moon. 

Judge  Kannemeyer  welcomed  Mr  D.E.  Schauder  as  the  first  Director  of 
the  Library.  He  felt  that  the  Board  of  Trustees  had  been  very  fortunate  in 
finding  someone  with  such  wide  vision  and  enthusiasm  to  plan  the  expansion  of 
services  and  he  wished  him  every  success  in  his  work.  He  thanked  Miss  Spurling 
for  continuing  to  manage  the  affairs  of  the  Library  pending  the  appointment  of 
a Director,  although  she  had  felt  unable  to  accept  the  post.  He  was  glad  to  say 
that  she  would  remain  on  the  staff  as  Librarian. 

Mr  Schauder  said  that  the  Golden  Jubilee  Year  of  the  Library  was  the 
climax  of  dedication  and  hard  work,  but  at  the  same  time  the  beginning  of  a 
new  period  of  challenge  and  change.  Among  the  developments  implied  for  the 
national  library  were  the  compilation  of  a union  catalogue  and  national  biblio- 
graphy of  literature  in  braille,  on  tape  and  on  discs;  local  and  international  inter- 
library  loans;  the  establishment  of  local  depots  where  there  are  concentrations 
of  blind  readers;  and  a system  of  legal  or  voluntary  deposit  copies. 

He  thanked  all  those  whose  generous  financial  support  played  such  a 
vital  part  in  the  functioning  of  the  Library  and  the  many  people  who  had 
helped  to  prepare  for  the  seminar.  He  paid  tribute  to  Miss  Spurling  for  her 
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work.  He  hoped  that  discussions  at  the  seminar  would  provide  strong  guide- 
lines for  the  development  of  library  and  transcription  services  adequate  in  all 
respects  to  meet  the  demands  of  the  future. 

The  Chairman  announced  that  copies  of  the  Balance  Sheet  and  the 
Statement  of  Revenue  and  Expenditure  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1969 
were  available  for  inspection. 

He  then  introduced  the  guest  speaker,  Mr  William  Rowland,  National 
Public  Relations  Officer  of  the  S.A.  National  Council  for  the  Blind. 

Mr  Rowland  said  that  he  had  been  getting  books  from  the  Library  for  the 
past  21  years  and  he  knew  it  had  a special  place  in  the  hearts  and  minds  of  all 
blind  people.  He  paid  tribute  to  those  who  had  built  up  its  services,  especially 
its  founder.  Miss  Josie  Wood,  and  he  wished  success  to  those  whose  task  it 
would  be  to  develop  them  further. 

He  pointed  out  the  difficulty  experienced  by  students  in  getting  the 
material  required  for  their  studies  in  braille  or  on  tape  and  the  disadvantages 
under  which  they  suffered  in  not  being  able  to  read  as  quickly  as  their  sighted 
counterparts.  He  felt  that  no  field  of  study  should  be  closed  to  blind  students 
and  that  a concentrated  drive  should  be  made  to  make  the  necessary  material 
available.  The  donation  of  material  to  the  Library  when  students  had  finished 
using  it  and  the  use  of  inter-library  loans  were  two  of  the  sources  suggested. 

Mr  Rowland  illustrated  his  talk  by  playing  recordings  of  the  correct  and 
incorrect  ways  of  recording  material  for  students. 

Mr  Conway,  Vice-Chairman  of  the  Library  Board  of  Trustees,  thanked 
him  for  a most  interesting  address.

BRAILLE  AND  MOON  DEPARTMENT 


The  number  of  braille  readers  has  increased  during  the  last  fifteen  months 
and  on  31st  March.  1969,  300  were  on  the  register.  15,314  volumes  of  braille 
books,  13  volumes  of  music  and  1,633  magazines  were  circulated  during  this 
period.  728  braille  volumes  (244  titles)  were  added  to  stock,  bringing  the  total 
to  nearly  20,000  volumes. 

There  are  40  readers  of  moon  type  books  and  1,457  volumes  were 
circulated,  as  well  as  344  magazines.  163  volumes  (47  titles)  were  added  to 
stock,  bringing  it  to  3,413  volumes  (over  1,000  titles). 

The  assistance  of  Braille  Services  in  supplying  books  in  Afrikaans  and 
Bantu  languages  and  in  binding  our  hand-brailled  books  (all  at  half  cost  price) 
is  greatly  appreciated.  Gifts  of  books  from  the  “Morelig  Drukpers”  at  Worcester 
have  added  considerably  to  our  stock  and  are  recorded  with  gratitude.

Mr  T.H.  Barrow  has  been  a great  help  in  transcribing  letters  to  readers  and 
some  lecture  notes. 

Special  thanks  are  due  to  Miss  Canning,  who  has  transcribed  612  volumes 
(including  some  for  the  Students’  Library  in  London)  since  1937.  This  is  indeed 
a wonderful  record. 

Several  transcribers  have  had  to  give  up  the  work,  for  various  reasons, 
while  the  need  for  transcription  is  greater  than  ever  owing  to  the  increased 
number  of  students  requiring  specialised  material.  Fortunately,  four  learners 
have  passed  their  transcriber’s  test  and  are  beginning  to  produce  work. 

We  are  greatly  indebted  to  Mrs  R.  Gee,  who  continues  to  instruct  most  of 
our  learner-transcribers  and  to  Mrs  H.  Hall  and  Mrs  S.  Dent  who  help  in  this 
work.  Mrs  U.  Bruce  cheerfully  continues  the  unenviable  task  of  keeping  up  the 
high  standard  of  transcription  by  proof-reading  and  reporting  on  the  work  so 
that  transcribers  can  correct  their  mistakes.  Her  work  is  much  appreciated  by 
the  Library,  though  not  always  by  the  transcribers! 
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TALKING  BOOK  DEPARTMENT 


56  readers  are  still  receiving  disc  books,  although  34  gave  up  during 
the  period  under  review.  34,230  records  were  issued  (about  2,444  books).  The 
stock  of  records  is  22,828  (1,664  books). 

350  readers  received  tape-cassette  books  during  the  past  15  months.  This 
involved  the  circulation  of  17,709  titles  in  12,028  cassettes.  The  stock  consists 
of  700  titles  in  1 ,460  cassettes. 

Unfortunately,  there  has  been  a delay  in  building  up  the  small-cassette 
library,  which  will  eventually  replace  the  present  cassettes.  (The  new  cassettes 
have  the  advantage  of  being  much  smaller  and  lighter  than  the  others  and  they 
can  be  posted  in  a pillarbox  instead  of  having  to  be  taken  to  a post  office.)  The 
delay  was  due  to  a hold-up  in  the  delivery  of  equipment,  but  a second  copying 
machine  is  expected  shortly  and  this  will  be  a great  help  in  speeding  up  produc- 
tion. 

Adaptors  to  existing  players  or  complete  new  players  have  been  issued  to 
a few  readers  who  have  been  asked  to  try  out  the  new  books  and  they  seem 
very  pleased  with  them.  As  soon  as  stocks  of  books  permit,  other  readers  will  be 
offered  players  or  adaptors. 

Arrangements  are  being  made  to  supply  Afrikaans  as  well  as  English  books 
in  the  new  cassettes.

DIE  8IBLI0TEEK  EN  DIE  GEMEENSKAP 

Hierdie  goue  jubileumjaar  van  die  biblioteek,  1969,  kenmerk  die  hoogte- 
punt  van  ’n  lang  en  luisterryke  verhaal  van  toegeneentheid,  vooruitsiendheid  en 
harde  werk  van  ’n  groep  toegewyde  mense,  terselfdertyd  is  dit  die  aanvang  van 
'n  tydperk  van  geweldige  uitdaging. 

Op  1 Maart  1968  is  ons  biblioteek,  amptelik  as  die  nasionale  biblioteek  vir 
blindes  in  Suid-Afrika,  erken.  As  gevolg  van  die  werksaamheid  van  ons  stigster, 
mej.  Josie  Wood,  haar  kollegas,  die  beskermhere,  weldoeners  van  die  biblioteek 
en  agtereenvolgende  lede  van  die  raad  van  kuratore,  word  blinde  lesers  dwarsdeur 
die  Republiek  en  aangrensende  state,  deur  die  biblioteek  gehelp. 

Soos  die  bladsye  van  hierdie  verslag  aandui,  was  die  1968/69  finansieele 
jaar  aanvanklik  ’n  oorgangstydperk  tot  nasionale  biblioteekstatus.  Dienste 
alreeds  aangebied,  is  volgehou  en  uitgebrei  en  fondamente  vir  steeds  ruimer  en 
meer  gespesialiseerde  dienste  vir  die  toekoms  is  gele. 

Dit  moet  egter  benadruk  word  dat  hoewel  die  biblioteek  ’n  staatsonder- 
steunde  inrigting  is,  dit  nie  deur  die  staat  gefinansieer  word  nie.  Ons  kan  die 
uitdagings  wat  voorle  met  betrekking  tot  ontspannings-,  kulturele-,  en  akade- 
mieseliteratuur  vir  blindes,  die  hoof  bied,  slegs  met  die  daadwerklike  onder- 
steuning  van  denkende  en  mededoende  lede  van  die  gemeenskap. 

Een  van  ons,  of  ons  kinders  mag  as  gevolg  van  more  se  motorongeluk  of 
'n  verdere  tientaljare  se  ouderdom  afgesonder  voel  as  egvolg  van  verlies  of 
beskadiging  van  ons  oe.  Waarskynlik  sal  ons  enigste  hulpmiddel  tot  intellektuele 
en  professionele  vervulling,  dan  verhewedruk  of  plateboeke  en  tydskrifte,  wees. 
Uitgebreide  biblioteekdienste  vir  blindes  is  die  gesamentlike  verantwoordelikheid 
van  die  staat,  die  samewerking  van  openbare  organisasies  en  die  gemeenskap. 
Biblioteekgeboue,  administrasie  en  sekere  aanwinste  word  gedeeltelik  deur  die 
staat  gefinansieer.  Vrywillige,  kommersieele  en  burgerlike  organisasies  kan  groot 
hulp  verleen  deur  jaarlikse  hulptoelaes  te  maak  en  persoonlike  vriende  van  die 
biblioteek  deur  skenkings  en  erflatings  vir  verhewe  boeke,  plateboek-toerusting 
of  bykomende  bou  projekte.  Bydraes  deur  lede  van  die  gemeenskap  stel  die 
elemente  van  medelye  en  mensliewendheid  deur  persoonlike  belangstelling  en 
besorgdheid  daar,  wat  so  onontbeerlik  vir  ons  biblioteekskarakter  is.  Die 
biblioteek  se  meer  as  seshonderd  lesers  dwarsdeur  Suid-Afrika  voel  dat  hulle 
deel  van  ’n  groot  familie  is,  grootliks  deur  die  persoonlike  en  warme  kontak  van 
die  diens,  waarin  hulle  deelagtig  is. 
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BENOEMING  TOT  DIE  RAAD  VAN  KURATORE 

Sedert  die  samestelling  van  die  raad  van  kuratore  deur  amptelike  aan- 
stellings  in  1968,  was  daar  een  verandering  in  die  ledetal.  Mnr  J.L.K.  Heysteck 
is  deur  adv.  S.H.E.  Wienand  opgevolg. 

PERSONEEL 

Mev.  l.R.  Lemmer  is  in  die  braille-afdeling  aangestel.  Sy  het  in  die  plek 
van  mev.  S.  Webster  gekom. 

Die  direkteurspos  wat  deur  mej.  E.M.  Spurling  om  persoonlike  redes 
afgewys  is,  was  teen  die  einde  van  1968  geadverteer.  Mnr  D.E.  Schauder,  ’n 
gegradueerde  van  Rhodes  Universiteit  is  aangestel.  Hy  het  op  1 Maart  1969 
diens  begin. 

Mej.  Spurling,  vorige  benoemde  bibliotekaresse  en  sekretaresse  het  die 
betrekking  as  bibliotekaresse,  in  die  nuwe  indeling  aanvaar.  Die  pos  sekretaresse/ 
boekhoudster  is  adverteer  en  mev.  E.M.L.A.  van  Rensburg,  vroeer  in  ’n  soort- 
gelyke  betrekking  by  die  Albanie  Museum,  is  aangestel. 

BESOEKERS 

Onder  die  talle  besoekers  gedurende  diejaar  1968/69  was  die  bibliotekaris 
van  die  ,, Royal  Library”  in  Brussels  en  dr.  Margret  Tugge  van  die  Federale 
Ministerie  van  die  Binneland,  Bonn,  asook  belangstellende  persone  in  baie  sfere 
van  die  samelewing,  sommige  van  so  ver  as  Australie,  Swede,  die  Verenigde 
Koninkryk,  die  Verenigde  State  en  Nigerie.  Weereens  het  die  biblioteek  met 
genoee  die  maatskaplikewerk  1 — en  H.O.D.  klasse  van  Rhodes  Universiteit 
asook  groepe  van  verskillende  skole,  verwelkom. 

Twee  baie  vername  en  waardige  gaste,  dr  J.J.P.  Op ’t  Hof,  Sekretaris  van 
Kultuursake  en  mev.  Op ’t  Hof  het  ons  besoek.  Terwyl  mev.  Op ’t  Hof ’n  breed- 
voerige  besoek  aan  die  biblioteek  gebring  het,  het  dr.  Op  ’t  Hof  waardevolle 
besprekings  met  die  direkteur  en  lede  van  die  raad  gehou.  ’n  Noenmaal  ter  ere 
van  dr  en  mev.  Op ’t  Hof  is  aangebied.  In  ’n  toespraak  het  dr  Op 't  Hof  verwys 
na  die  belowende  toekoms  wat  hy  vir  die  biblioteek  sien. 

TOEKOMSTIGE  WERK 

Die  take  wat  vir  die  Suid-Afrikaanse  Biblioteek  vir  Blindes  na  'n  halwe 
eeu  van  sukses  nog  steeds  voorle  is  talryk.  Om  kortliks  op  te  som,  sluit  dit  in  : 

1.  Ons  moet  ons  teenwoordige  dienste  grootliks  uitbrei,  veral  ten  opsigte 
van  afrikaans-  en  bantoetale. 
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2.  Ons  moet  ’n  omvangryke  gesamentlike  katalogus  saamste!  waarin  alle 
verhewe-  en  opnameliteratuur  vir  blindes  in  Suid-Afrika,  hetsy  in  die 
besit  van  inrigtings  of  individue  genoteer  word.  Wanneer  versoeke  dus 
vir  alreeds  verkrybare  materiaal  ontvang  word,  dit  verkwistende  ver- 
dubbelingsal  uitskakel.  sal  uitskakel. 

3.  Ons  moet  ’n  nasionale  bibliografie  van  materiaal  saamstel  wat  ons  in 
Suid-Afrika,  aan  ander  lande  kan  aanbied,  vir  internasionale  lenings 
of  uitruilings. 

4.  Ons  moet  sterk  en  hegte  betrekkinge  met  ons  oorsese  kollegas  opbou. 
As  ons  braillemateriaal  van,  se  maar  die  ,, Library  of  Congress"  kan 
leen  en  plaaslik  met  ’n  Thermoform  Braille  Kopiis  oorskrywe,  kan  dit 
ons  tien-duisende  rand  en  duisende  onskatbare  ure  van  handoorskry- 
wery,  bespaar. 

5.  Ons  moet  nuwe  hoofkantore  vir  die  nasionale  biblioteekdiens  vir  blindes 
bou,  spesifiek  vir  die  doel  ontwerp  op  ’n  basis  van  biblioteekonder- 
vinding,  in  die  Republiek  en  oorsee. 

6.  Waar  daar  'n  sametrekking  van  blinde  lesers  is,  soos  byvoorbeeld.  by 
werkswinkels,  oue  tehuise,  vakansieoorde,  klubs  en  by  skole  vir  blindes 
(vir  ekstra  leerplan  materiaal),  moet  plaaslike  depots  met  basiese 
naslaanmateriaal,  soos  woordeboeke,  ensiklopediee,  die  gesamentlike 
katalogus  en  ’n  roterende  keuse  van  gewilde  boeke,  voorsien  word.  Ons 
moet  ook  inter-biblioteek  uitleningsfasiliteite  aan  goedgekeurde  open- 
bare-  en  universiteitsbiblioteke  kan  aanbied. 

7.  Deur  samewerking  met  produserende  organisasies  en  individue,  wat  nie 
langer  die  boeke  in  hui  besit,  gebruik  nie,  moet  ons  geleidelik  probeer 
om  'n  veelomvattende  voorraad  in  alle  media  te  versamel.

In  sy  openingsrede  het  die  voorsitter  die  talle  besoekers,  uit  alle  dele  van 
die  land,  welkom  geheet.  Hy  het  ’n  spesiale  woord  van  verwelkoming  gerig  aan 
die  voorsitter  en  lede  van  die  Sentrale  Koordinerende  Raad  vir  Literatuur  - 
voorsiening  aan  Gesigsgestremdes.  Hy  het  opgemerk  dat,  uit  verskillende 
oogpunte  beskou,  dit  ’n  merkwaardige  gebeurtenis  blyk  te  wees:  dit  is  die 
biblioteek  se  vyftigste  gedenkdag;  die  seminaar  het  nuwe  paaie  oopgemaak  op 
die  gebied  van  biblioteekdienste  vir  blindes  in  Suid-Afrika;  terwyl  die  mens  op 
daardie  oomblik  voortspoed  om  die  maanoppervlakte  te  betree. 

Regter  Kannemeyer  het  mnr  D.E.  Schauder  as  die  eerste  direkteur  van  die 
biblioteek  welkom  geheet.  Hy  is  van  opinie  dat  die  raad  van  kuratore  baie 
gelukkig  was  om  ieinand  met  so  ’n  ruim  uitsig  en  geesdrif  te  vind,  om  die 
uitbreiding  van  dienste  te  bevorder.  Hy  wens  horn  alle  sukses  in  sy  werk  toe. 
Hy  het  mej.  Spurling  bedank  dat  sy  volgehou  het  om  die  sake  van  die  biblioteek 
te  behartig,  terwyl  die  direkteurspos  hangende  was  en  sy  nie  in  staat  was  om  die 
betrekking  te  aanvaar  nie.  Hy  was  egter  bly  om  aan  te  kondig  dat  sy  op  die 
personeel  as  bibliotekaresse  sal  aanbly. 

Mnr  Schauder  het  voorts  gese  dat  die  goue  jubileum  van  die  biblioteek  die 
hoogtepunt  van  toewyding  en  harde  werk  was  maar  terselfdertyd  is  dit  die 
aanvang  van  ’n  nuwe  tydperk  van  uitdagings  en  veranderinge.  Die  uitbreidings 
wat  vir  die  nasionale  biblioteek  beoog  word,  is  die  samestelling  van  ’n  een- 
vormige  katalogus  en  ’n  nasionale  bibliografie  van  letterkunde  in  brailleskrif,  op 
band  en  plate;  plaaslike  en  internasionale  uitruilings  tussen  biblioteke;  die 
vestiging  van  plaaslike  depots  waar  daar  ’n  saamtrekking  van  blinde  lesers  is; 
en  ’n  stelsel  van  wetlike  of  vrywillige  bewaringafskrifte. 

Hy  het  diegene  wie  se  ruim  geldelike  ondersteuning  so  ’n  belangrike  rol  in 
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die  gladde  verloop  van  die  biblioteekwerksaamhede  gespeel  het,  bedank  asook 
almal  wat  met  die  seminaar  behulpsaam  was.  Hy  het  mej.  Spurling  lof  toe- 
geswaai  vir  haar  werk.  Hy  spreek  die  hoop  uit  dat  besprekings  die  weg  sal  baan 
tot  die  ontwikkeling  van  biblioteek-  en  transkripsiedienste,  voldoende  in  alle 
opsigte,  om  die  eise  van  die  toekoms  na  te  kom. 

Die  voorsitter  het  aangekondig  dat  afskrifte  van  die  inkomste-  en  uit  - 
gawestaat  vir  die  jaar  geeindig  31  Maart  1969  beskikbaar  is  vir  inspeksie. 

Daarna  het  hy  die  gasspreker,  mnr  William  Rowland,  nasionale  skakel- 
beampte  van  die  S.A.  Nasionale  Raad  vir  Blindes,  voorgestel. 

Mnr  Rowland  se  dat  hy  al  21  jaar  boeke  van  die  biblioteek  ontvang  en 
hy  weet  dat  dit  ’n  besondere  plek  in  die  harte  en  gedagtes  van  alle  blindes 
verower  het.  Hy  het  met  lof  gepraat  van  almal  wat  verantwoordelik  was  vir  die 
opbou  van  die  dienste,  in  besonder  die  stigster,  mej.  Josie  Wood.  Hy  wens 
sukses  toe  aan  almal  wie  se  taak  dit  sal  wees  om  dit  verder  te  ontwikkel. 

Hy  wys  op  die  moeilikheid  wat  deur  studente  ondervind  word  om  die 
nodige  materiaal  vir  hulle  studies  in  braille  of  op  band  te  verkry  en  die  nadele 
wat  hulle  verduur  vanwee  die  feit  dat  hulle  nie  in  staat  is  om  so  vinnig  soos 
siendes  te  lees  nie.  Hy  is  van  opinie  dat  geen  geleentheid  van  blinde  studente 
weerhou  moet  word  nie  en  dat  ’n  versterkte  poging  aangewend  moet  word  om 
die  nodige  materiaal  beskikbaar  te  stel.  Skenkings  aan  die  biblioteek,  van 
materiaal  wat  nie  meer  deur  die  studente  benodig  word  nie,  en  die  gebruik  van 
uitruilings  tussen  biblioteke  was  twee  van  die  voorgestelde  bronne. 

Mnr  Rowland  het  sy  praatjie  verduidelik  deur  band  opnames  te  speel  om 
die  korrekte  en  verkeerde  manier  van  opname  van  materiaal  vir  studente,  aan  te 
toon. 

Mnr  Conway,  vise-voorsitter  van  die  raad  van  kuratore,  het  horn  vir  sy 
uiters  interessante  praatjie,  bedank.

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SPRAAKBOEK  AFDELING 


Daar  is  nog  56  lesers  wat  plaatboeke  ontvang  hoewel  34  gedurende  die 
onderhawige  tydperk  opgegee  het.  Daar  is  34,230  plate  uitgereik  (ongeveer 
2,444  boeke).  Die  voorraad  plate  beloop  tans  22,828  (1,664  boeke). 

Daar  is  350  lesers  wat  bandboeke  gedurende  die  afgelope  15  maande 
ontvang  het.  Dit  sluit  die  verspreiding  van  17,709  opskrifte  in  12,028  kassette 
in. 

Daar  was  ’n  onvennydelike  vertraging  in  die  opbouing  van  die  klein- 
kassette  biblioteek  wat  uiteindelik  die  huidige  kassette  sal  vervang  (die  nuwe 
kassette  het  die  voordeel  dat  hulle  veel  kleiner  en  ligter  as  die  ander  is  en  kan  in 
'n  posbus  gepos  word  in  plaas  van  na  die  poskantoor  geneem  te  word).  Hierdie 
vertraging  was  te  wyte  aan  'n  terughouding  in  die  aflewering  van  toerusting 
maar  ’n  tweede  kopieermasjien  word  eersdaags  verwag  en  sal  grootliks  help  om 
produksie  te  bespoedig. 

Aanpasplate  aan  bestaande  spelers  of  volledige  nuwe  spelers  is  aan  ’n  paar 
lesers  uitgereik  wat  gevra  is  om  die  nuwe  boeke  uit  te  toets  en  hulle  was  baie 
ingenome  daarmee.  Sodra  voorrade  van  boeke  aangevul  is  sal  meer  spelers  of 
aanpasplate  aan  lesers  aangebied  word.
